5" has been inserted 
after the 201 of paragraph 24, line 7. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-18 are. allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1 , the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious the use of a grating including a plurality of rulings with 
randomized height and the movement of the first grating parallel to the rulings. 

As to claims 8, 17, and 18, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious the first grating being movable parallel to the 
reflecting lines or rulings. 
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As to claims 15 and 16, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious the use of a surface having a randomized height. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee arid, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Pertinent Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Goldberg, et al. (USPN 6.573,997 B1) discloses the use of a 
source, imaging system to focus source radiation, a first and second grating, two 
separate stages to move said first and second gratings, and a detector in a wavefront 
measurement system, which can be used for EUV interferometry. Medecki (USPN 
5,835,21 7) discloses the use of reflective gratings.
